Meanwhile, the crystallization of 
sentiment among senators for the

May 2 —Addition­ 
al financial aid for schools at th* 
present session of the legislature 
appeared somewhat remote today 
aa the house took up the long-de­ 
layed budget bill. 
The senate considered a new 
foundation school bill, designed to 
compel schools to operate on their 
present revenue by a rearrange­ 
ment of the distribution of their 
$84,000,000 income, but Sen. Paul 
P. Yoder. Democratic floor leader, 
said he did not expect the senate 
to adopt the m easure before it goes 
into indefinite race*# tomorrow. 
The recess la expected to stretch 
out until adjournment, May 23. 
Davsy Calls Meeting 
Gov. Davey asked the senate ed- | 
ui at iou committee to confer w ith 
him tod*y on the Traxler-Keifer 
I school bill. 
This measure would 
require an 
additional 
outlay 
of 
*8,000.000 to $10,000,000 annually 
for schools. 
A new issue was brought into 
the legislative picture last night 
when the senate political subdi­ 
visions 
committee 
recommended 
for passage the 
Handley 
bill 
to 
consolidate the present 88 coun­ 
ties into 22. 
The measure is de­ 
signed to effect great savings by 
| eliminating numerous county of­ 
fices. 
lf enacted by the legisla­ 
ture it would be submitted for the 
approval of the voters at the next 
general election. 
The most popu­ 
lous city In the grouped counties 
would he the county seat and the 
name of the largest county in the 
group would he used for purposes 
of identification. 
License Bill Passed 
The senate, earlier in the day 
showed a burst of speed after a re­ 
cess of three weeks and approved 
17 bills, concurred in house amend­ 
ment to 2U others which now go to 
the governor, and received IO new 
measures. 
The house postponed action 
on 
the Ward income tax hill until 
next Tuesday after adopting an 
amendment which wouid give 25 
percent ot the estimated $20.000,- 
OOO revenue to old age pensions in­ 
stead of the schools. 
Among the hills sent to the gov­ 
ernor by the senate is that requir­ 
ing motorists to obtain a drivers’ 
permit.
